where the Generall before wee came toananchor, © 
gaue order tothe Purler to call the company,and take — 


their names: which being done, there was found 40 
men lacking of the copelment ofour Ship, fothat wee. 
were forced thereby tocometo anchor, to tarrie for 
them. The Generall gaue order prefently the Pinnefle 
fhould be man’d and fentthe Mafter with his brother, 
andthe Purler for berrer difpatchto Sanc'wich, where 


they efcaped verie neere drowning. The Adention 
-Pinneffe likewife put off to fet their Pilate a land,and{o. 
was caft away - which when the General heard of,he. 
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The laft East_Indian Unyage. 


‘was exceeding angry with Captaine Sriles that hee 
would offer to go a fand atfucha time without his or-- 
der, The laft of Marchthe Mafter, Captaine Middle 
ton, and the mafters Mate came aboord, The firf of 
Aprill, we weighed anchor in the Downesandtwarth. 
Dover, we found our men in Ketches readie to come 
aboord, weetooke themall into our fhippe, being 28 
men, which was farr fhort of that number wee expe- 
ded. Buthowloeuer the Generali was determined 
to proceede, although hee lacked fortie men, rather 
than loofe the benefite of (0 faire awinde: {othe fame 
day of Beachey,the General! gaue order to the Boat. 
{wayne totake new mufter ofour men ; and hefound 
wee had twentie more than our copelment aboord 
the Admirall, and trarrying to {peake withthe reftof 
the hips, wee hal’d them one after another,and found 
they had euerie fhip more than their copelment;the 
caule of which errour, couldnot bee imagined with- 
out fowle weather caufed them to hide them(elues,at” 
fuch time ofgenerall mufter; or elfethatfome ofthem 
mifdoubting they fhould be fet on land, played leaftin 
fight: but how/ceuer, this ouer-plus of men was as 
grieuous to the General] as the lacke he had afore. To ~ 
feehow he had been deluded to cometoanchor with 
a faire wind for lacke ofmen, and now of force mutt 
put into fome place tofetthemagainealand, So the 
General! gaue order to the Mafter, hee fhould hanea 
carehe did not pafle Plimeurh that night, for that hee 
was minded to put in thereto difcharge thofe men.So 
thenext day morning at day breake, weewerereadie

‘Canaries, where inthe calmes, triall was made to take 
inthe Hedtors boat, but fhee could not ftoe her, by

how weéhould enclofethem,and fofet our dogsvpon 
them ; and hauing killed halfea dozenof goats, they 
tooke their leaue in friendly maner for that night, pro- 
miling in the morning torerurne and bring their dogs 
with them, and tohelpe vs to fo many Goatsas wee

The next day, the Generall would not goea land, 
butfent Captaine Stiles, Captaine Keeling , and Cap- 
taine Afiddleron, with exprefle order to keepe their 
people from ftrageling, and whenall their companie

giueing them warning to keepecompanie together, 
and not range one from the other, which{peech was 
reiterated againe by Mailer Durham {faying thatwho- 
foeuer was found ftrageling , fhouldbe feuerely puni. — 
fhed, and therefore wiiledthem ail torake goodheed, 

And {o afer this warning giuen, they marched vp into 

the countrieto kill (ome Goates,where they met with

Generali with the refi, were bufie in flowing the Hec-

And {fo drawing toward night, our land men repaired 


aboorde,with{ome few Goates they had killed. And 


after {upper the wind comming of the land, the Gene- 


rall gaue order tothe Mailier to wey, and that a war- 
ning peece might be fhorof, And {fo prefently the Ca- 
ble was broughtto capflaine and our fhippe was pre- 
fently loofe,but before we had vp our anker, capraine 
Stiles{ent word one of their Marchants was misting 
fothat wee came prefently to Anker againe , and.

Agreat overlightinthe compas 
ny, and nodoubt wilbe better looktto hercatrer, 
And toour proceeding voyage the 14. day of uj be- 
ing Friday we had light of cape, Bona, F/peranfa, the 
prachg: 7 Bea i ~ Wind 
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wind at South-weft, a gentell gale the Generallcom- 
maunded the tackes a boord intending to go abour 
the cape. Bur our fick mencryed out moftlamentably, 
for at that prefentthere were licke of the {curuy atthe 
leaft 8o, men inour {hip, not one adletohelpe theo- 
ther, who madea petition tothe Generallmoft hum. 
bly entreating him for Gods faketo faue there liues, © 
and toputinfor Sa/dania other wayesthey were but 
deadmen. The Generall peruling there pitifull com- 
plaint, andlooking out of his cabin dore, wheredid 
attend a {warme of lame and weake difeafed criples, 
who behoulding this lamentable fight, extended his 
compafion towards them. And graunted their re- 
quefts: that night the wind came vp atthe South and 
continuedtell the 17.day before we could get into the 
rode. T henext morning being Wednelday the Gene- 
rall went onland, with prouifion to fet vp tents,&a lit- 
tle way from our landing place , the Negroes had their 
houfes : which wereno other thena few croked fticks 
fet in the grownd, and mattes caft ouer them, and 
they had great ftore of Cattell both beevesand fheepe 
praling fairebythem, Our Generalland the captains. 
wentto batrer withthem for {mall peeces-of fron, and 
bought fome 12. fheep, and more would haue fold vs, 
till chatthey faw vs begin to fet vp our tents, which as 
it feemed, was to their difliking ; for chat incontinent. 
they pulled downe their houfes , and made them faft 
vpontheir Zeaftsbackes,and did driue away; yet all 
meanes polsible was fought to drawe them to fell vs 
more: but inno cafe they would abide any loger with 
vs, but droueaway withall the{peedthey might. Itlay 
in the generals power to haue taken them all ty

we gor our ficke men on land, andthe 20. our boats 
were fentto the Ifland, where wee found {uch infinite 
number of feales, that it wasadmirablero behold, all 
the fea-fhore lyes ouer-{pread with them, {ome flee- 
_ping, (ometrauelling into the land, and fome tothe 
{ea- ward: Befides all the Rockes whichlie aprettie 
diftance off {o fulias they can hold, thoufands at atime 
going, and as many comming out: there beemany of 
them asbiggeas any Beare, andasterribleto behold. 
And vptowards the middle of the Ifland, there be in- 
finite numbers of fowles called Penewines, Pelicans, 
and Cormerants, The Pengwines bee as bigge as our 
-greateft Capons wee haue in England, they haueno 
winges nor cannot flye, but you may driue them by 
thoufands ima flocke whether you will, they bee ex- 
ceeding fatte, but their fleth is verie ranke, for that 
they liue vppon fith, there beefo many of them vpon 
this {mall l{land, whichis not aboue 5: miles about, to 
ladea fhippe of so. tonnes with all, Vpon Sunday the 
23 the firft man that diedoutof our fhip, Vpon mur- 
day morning the Generail went into the Countrey 


to buy freth viduals, butthe people of che countrey | 


-f{eeing fo many in company fled. But the General cau- 
‘fedall the company to make a fland, and thenfent 4. 
to them witha bottell of wine,and victuals, with a Ta- 
ber,anda Pipe,they feeing no more in company came 
tothem, and did eate, drinke, and daunce ces 
oti : them 
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them fo they feeing with what kindesthey were vied, 
tooke hart vnto them and came along withour Gene- 
rallto our tents, where they had many toyes beliow- 
edvponthem. As pins, points, beads, and branches, 
&fothey returned all very well pleafed making fignes 
toreturne the next day with Cattell, butfoule wether 
preuented them for 3 dayes. The forth day after being 
the 26, they brought vs 44. fheepe, and thenext 
day 23.fheepandiwe kine, and thenext day iy.fheepe 
and one bullocke, and the 3o day we bought 1:0. 
fheepeand 6. Beeves, the next day 9. fleepe and three 
beeves,andthe 2. of Auguit3, fheepe. The 3. of Au-

So they were outall day, and brought home buttwo 
fheepe at their returne, which wastate, the General! 
demaunded of the Purfer of the Hector, which was 
cheefe purueyer, what was the oceafion they flayed 
out {o long, and thatthey brought nomorecattell, He 
an{wered, that the people had fouldthem good fiore 
of cattell, which hee had payd for, but being fofewe 
of our menin companie, and they weaponiefle, they 
would abufe them in {natching their yron from them, 
and not tofuffer them to drive the catrell away they 
payd for. yhe Generall {eeing how they vied him, 
thought by policieto goe beyond them; and this it 
was: Hee himfelfe with 120 men in his companie ; 
would goe by night and lye inambuth ina woodnere 
the place where our men did barter with them, and 
when it was faire day, the purueyorand his crewe, | 
fhould comeasothertimes, and bargaine withthem 
forfo many as they would fell; And when they had 
fufficientto make a figne, and then the Generall and. 
his companye fhould come out of their lodgings, 
and driue them away. This matrer was put in pra- 
Ctife this night , and the Generall three houres before 
day departed from the rents, and had imbosked hime 
felfe and all his followers to their owne contents, on- 
ly three fellowes of captaine Sziles his companie, to 
tait of a bortel! of wine they caried for their captaine, 
and in the meane while they were drinking, they had 
loft fight oftheir Gezerallandall hiscom pany,.and took 
4 contrary way,neuer flaying tilthey cameto the hou- 
les ofthe Vcerces:they fecing threemenarmed to come 
to their houfes, began to fulpeet {ome falfe meafires 3 
thele fellowes feeing they had miftakenthemfelues,

hid themfe!ues in the bufhes, at that time the Sunne 
being vp haife an houre after thefe fellowes had hid 
themiclues, came our weaponlelle Merchants from 
the tents and beganne to barter with them, fortwo or 


three {heepe,which of purpofe they had fent downe . 


to our people, to keepe them bufie while they were 
getting their heards of Cattell rorunneaway. Which 
our merchants perceiuing they prefently vnarmed as 
they were, went amongft them , and {ent worde by 
one of them tothe Generall, to come away With all 
his people; for that he and allhis companie were dif 
coucred, fo that the Generall was enforcedto breake 
out of hisambufhmétto refcew his men, which were 
amongftthem without weapons: but before he could 
come to their refcew, they had wounded one of our 


men, with foure dattes fticking in hisbody; which 


being downe done, they betooke themtotheir heeles 
and al rhe cattel before them,as faftas they could driue 
tothe mountaines. Ourmen, as then, hauing the 
raines in their ownehandes, purfued after them in 
fuch fcattering maner, that if the people of the coun- 
trey had been menof any refolution, they might haue 
cut off moft of them, The General! caufed a trumpet 
‘tofound a retreat, bur could not caufethem to leave 
their chafe, Andwhileftthat he was taking order to 
fendthehurtman tothetents, he was halfe a mile 


from the neereft of our men, andnot paft fue menin 


his company : fo hee and thofe men in his company 
were fainetorunnetoouertakefomeof them which 
were before,that in the end they were a dozen in his

company. Yet the Generall tooke it grecuous,to fee 
his men {catterred ouer all the Playne, & {carce three

~ them beeing fo fcattered, they had curmof of them 
off, which thing the Generall greatly doubted, yer 
God be thanked it forted better, For fome of our 
men ouer-tookefome of the Weeroes at the foote of 
the mouniaine, and drauethem away fromfome of 
their Cattele and made a ftand by themtill more of 
their company came vp,and fo retorned homwardes _ 
witha hundred Kyne and calues, which was wel- 
come to our ficke men, : . 

But in our abfence from our Tentes, Captaine

taking after Browne, and Jolin Addeyes, one that had

they faid they could fay nothing , till chat they had 
made the Capraine acquainted therewith : and be- 
caufe it was night,chey were defirous to be gone,pro- 
mifing the next day morning to returne.

rall{tood in the waft,and entertained them : our foy!- 
dier telling the Generall,the principal ofthem was cal- 
Jed Thome Detoris Captaine of aGaleon , and thereft 
mattied mea of the towne. Captaine Detorts delince 
red our Generall a letter from the captaine of the 
Fort:the cffe& was, that he was welcoméwith all his 
company,to him and all the reftof the Portingalls ine 


habiting in that place,and whereasthe King of Tarma- - 


ta and the Hollanders cheit enemies,had giuen bad re- 
ports of them, faying there was nothing but villanie 
_ and treafon to be had at their hands, hee hoped our 
Generall did conceiuc better ofchem , and that their 
Sage tte as ee mee acne concen eee om vepeite 
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T he last Eaft- Indian Voyage. 
reports were of malice‘and not of tructh,and no cte- 
ditto be giuento the report of thei enimies. But ex- 
perience ‘hould proue themlyars , and themfelues no 
fuch bad minded people: and therefore he willed the 
Gencrall to haue no doubt of good vfage at their 
hands, and fortrade which he defired with them hee 
would refolue him thercofthe nexc day: for as yet 
they had not calleda councell concerning that mat. 
ter, without which councell,he could not doe it, but 
willed him to haueno doubrthereof. Sothe general! 
tookethem downeto his Cabin to breakfaft, andthe 
Carricole and the botes towed the fhip to the town- 
wards, being very little wind. A bout eleuenth a clock 
we came toan anchor, alittleto the northwards of 
the Fort,and faluted the forrand towne, with 7.pee- 
ces of Ordinance:and from rhe fort an{wered with 3. 
peeces,and ptefently vponthe fame, ina boat came

The 30.day was an alarum in the towne their eni- 6 
mies hauing taken a man without the walls, & cutoff le 
his head, The King of Tydore hath fouldicrs there, lk 
which keepe goed watch and ward, the towne ftan- eB 
ding vponapointofaland, clofe by thefea, and is - 
compafled with a wall. The King of Tarnata hath % 
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__ The3.day inthe afternoon, we came before the 
Kings towne, where we found all the Hollandersti- 
ding, and let fall an anchor amoneft them, inaroo, 
fadomes, fayre by the fhore. The King of Tarnata was 
likewufe there,with all his Catricoles.Afterthe moo- 
ring of our fhip,the Generall fent M. Graue our Ma 


iterto the Dutch admirall,who found but cold inter- a 
tainement : the Dutch aihirraing, we had affifted the 


Portingalls inthe laft fight, whereby they had recci- 
ued great hurt, 8 that they were told fo by a. Gofforat. 


The Maifter denied it;and {aid,the Go/forat lyed likea_ 


dogge:faying,1f the Generall had done fo,hee would: 
not denyciz, for any feare of them, but iuftifie 
it to their faces,cither here or any whereelfe. Thefe 
hot {peeches-being overpaffed,they gtew into milder 
terms, andthen they began to tell our Maifterthe 
manner oftheir fight with the Galeons , and the bur= 
ning of them,with the loffe of fome of their men in 
the fame fight: and they minded the next day to fall 
downe tothe Fort, and lay battery to it: which they 
had donc before, if the Kin g of Tarnatahad not with- 
holdthem, in perfwading them to tarry for more 
helpe,which heexpeéted fro the other Ilands. So the 
Maifter hauing learned what news he could; came a- 
board,and toldthe Generall, what {peeches had paf- 
{ed. An houre after the Maifters comming aboard, 


there came a praw from the Kings:towne, with a let-. 


terto. our Generall fiom Capraine7orris, wherein 
there was nothing but commendations,and that hee 
would come aboard,when it was darke, andfee him, 


‘The General willed him to come,cither night or day, 


he thould be welcome.. This cuening the King-of 
pat. Larnata: 
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Tardiata rowed ouer for Battachiza swith all his Carti- 
coles: & Captain Torré, carncaboard to fee our Ges 
neral,tarrying fome two houtes,tciling che Generall, 
they defired co fight with the Hollanders , not doub- 
ting of viStory:and for {uch cloues.asthey had, they 
fhould be brought to the Kings towne, andfocon- 
ucied aboard vs, So growing very late, he tooke his 
leaue and departed afhore. , 

 Thes.day,the Hollanders expected the comming 
ofthe King of Taraata,but he came not, | 

The6.day, our Generall fent fent his brother and 

M.!Voodnoth co tlie King of Tydore,to know if he wold 
{el chem any cloucs, He made anfwer,at that time all 
his people were bufie in fortiftyng the towne,fo,thar 
he could not {pare them from their worke , but-bid 
the Generall affure himfelfe of allthe cloues that hee 
and the Portingalshad. This night came one of our 


men ina {mall Carrycole,ftom Tarnata, and told our 


Generall,thatthey were hardly vied by the King of 


Z draatajin not fuffering them to buy and fell with his — 2 


people, according to promife, and had taken their 
weight fom then, giving commandement that no 
man fhould {e!l them, any cloues.. Likewife: he faid, 
that they conld.getno victualls for thei: money ,be- 
caufe of the watres, and'tharall ourmen were very 


ficke (auc M.Browne.T he king by his Carricole, fene 


the Holland:rs word, he wouldbewiththem. inthe 
_ morning, . , 


The 7.day in themorning came the King of Tar- 
natawith all his forces, and he himfelfe went aboard 
the Hollands adm‘ra‘l, where moft part of the fore- 
noone was.{pentin counfell, and about ome of the 
Rr a ROCKS, 
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clocke the fhips weighed,and came vader their fore- 


topfailes faire by the Fort,and let flye all their Ordi- 

nance, the Fort fhooting now and then a peeceat 

them. They came toananchoralittle to the North- 

wardes of the Fort,where they {pent the moft part of. 
that afternoone in fhooting ar it, but harmed them 

nocatall. The Portingalls could not harme the fhipps 
as they rid, haningb 

In the hotreft of this battery , the King of Tarnata 8¢ 
the Hollaxdcrs landed fome of théir forces a little to 
the northward of the towne: not finding any refift. 
ance they intrenched themfelues where they lan- 
dedin the fand, and there continued allthenight 
without moieftation. After the Hollanders had done 


their battery, Captaine Torris came aboard,to fee our. 


Generall where he was very merty and pleafant, fay- 
ing as alwaies he had ,that they nothing doubted of 
ahappy victory,and for fuch Ordinance ashad bin 
fhot atthem,it had donethemnoharmeat all,onely 
he was forry that the Ordinance did hinder them for 


bringing of cloues to him.But he defired the General - 


~ tohauea little patience, 8 he fhould not want cloues 


to ladchis thip: which were nothing but wordes,for 
it was well knowneto the Generall hee had but 80, 


bahars inthe towne,which thefa@tor had, 

The§.day, very early inthe morning, the thippes 
beganne to batter thefort:which continued the moft 
part of the morning,in which time thofe men of the 


Hollanders which lodged aland, had brought them- — 


felues within Saker fhotte ofthe Fort, and there rai- 
fed a mount, whereon they placed a great peeceof 
Ordinance,and began theis batterie. The Pertingals 
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now and and chen fhooting a peece tono purpofe. — 

_ The 9.day,beforeit waslight , the hips beganne 
their battery,and they likewife from the mounte, and 
vpon afodainethe Dutch , and the Tarnataes {allied 
out off their trenches,with {caling ladders, and had 
entred vpon the walles, beforethe Portingalls in the 
Fort were aware,and had placed theic colours vpon 
their ramparts , which the Portingalls fecing, came 
witha chargevpon them,with fhot and fire-workes, 
throwing at them which were fo mounted, that they 
cait downe their weapons, and leaped downe far fa- 
fter then they came vp,leauing cheir colours and their 
furniture behind them: the Portingalls {ull continuing 


_ throwing of fire workes amongft them , whereby di- 


uers were hurcand {calded. Atfuchtimeasthe Hol- 
landers gaue the {calado, 30.0f the choifeft Portingals 


with greacnumber ofthe Tydorians were goinginthe 


woodes to giuean affault vpon the backes of them 
which were lodged ,wherethe peece of Ordinance 
was mounted : inwhich time of their abfence, the 
Hollanders entred vpon their walles. If thefe men 


had binin the fortit had gone far worfe with the Hol- 


landers. The Portingalls that were abroad | hearing 
the alarum at the fort,came running backe againe, &z 
{ome that ran fafteft,cameto the walls , atfuchtime 
as they in the Fort had put them tothe retreat, where 
they went to handy blewes with them.CaptaineTor- 
7is, which had the leading of the 39. men,was fhotte 
with a mufket and flaine.By this timethe moft of the 
30. Portingalls were gotten,fome within and fome 
vnder tiiewalls : andthe Hollanders and Taynatans 


throwing away theit weapons, beganne to take their 
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heeles torunneinto the fea. At this very inftant,when 


the Portingallsand the Tydorvians had the viory in 
their hands,and very ready to charge vpon their fly- 
ing enimies,the Fort tooke fire , and blewe vp euca 
with the ground , fo that all the Portingalls whick 
were vader the walles of the fort were there buried, 


and the moft part within the Fort were blowne vp 


into the ayre: The Captaine being newly gone outto 


place two fouldiers ac a little pofterne dore, gaue 
them charge to kill any Portingalls which fhould go 
out that way,ia which time of his abfence, the Fort 
was blowne vp,whereby his life was faued:but howe, 
or by what means it tooke fireit could not be known. 
The Hollanders and Tarnatans (eeing the fort blowne 


vp, began to gathervp their {cattered weapons , and 


madea ftand, notdaring to enter theruines of the 


Fort,till che Portingalls had leftit:which was ha'fe an — 


houre after.[n which time the Portingall and Tydory- 


én flaues had facked the towne, fetting fire on the: 


fattory where the cloues were, which chey could not 
carry with them , leauing nothing of any worth be- 


hind chem. When the King of Tarnata {aw the vi-_ 


Gory on his fide, hewith all the Carticoles, came 
rowing towards the Kings towne, inttiumph: but 
durft not come very neere,for that the King of Zydore 
did hoot at them. And{forowing by our fhip,finging 


and making great mirth,returned tothe Fore, where 


was no refiftance,but fo longas the Portingalls had it, 
hedurft not come withina mile, Whé the Tarmataes 
had pillaged the towne, they fet ali the houfes a-fire 
which were quickly burnt cuen with the ground, be-. 


_ ingall made of canes, After this viory,the King of 
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Tidore fent his fonne &¢ a Nobleman,to our Getieral, 
defiring him to be a meanes of peace betweene the 
Holladersandhim,for now he had what he defired, 
which was vittorie ouet the Portingales The General 
{ent him word,he would do his beft, as well for him, 
as for the Portingalls, which by fortune of warre were 
falleninto their enimies hands. So prefently the Ge- 
nerall caufed the Pinnaffe to be manned, and he 4nd 
the Maifter went aboard the Dutch Adnutrall. Whe 
they came thither,they afked forthe Admirall, who 
was ashore : bucthey fent for him, At hts comming, 
he bad our Generall welcome, after many fpeeches 
paffed of their fight,and commendations vndeferued 
giuen of themfelues,they exclaimed vpon the Tarma- 
taes for cowards.and attributed all the glory to them- 
{clues , faying they durft not ftand by them inthe 
fight,bntran away, After a great deale of vaine glo- 
rious commendations of themf{elues , the Generall 
was defirous to fee what prifoners they had taken of 
the Portingalls : one was brought forth being one of 
Captain Pereros fouldiers, The Generall bad him de- 
clare a trueth ina matter he would afke him:he made 


‘anfwerifhe could he would,then he afked him whae 


ereatordinance, powder, {hot & guns,they had from 
fim to affift ché?He anfwered,he knew notof any ,fo 
turning tothe Dutch admiral,he maruailed he fhould 


giue credit to {uch vntruths reported by aflaue, Hee 


anfwered againe,fuch things were told,but he didnot 
beleeuc them to be true. So the Generall afked, what 


he mentto dowith the Portingales his prifoners? He. 


faidhe would hang them. The Generall inereated 
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thing buc what all good fubicdts ase bound to doe, ta 


= 


defence of their King and Country: and therefore 
defired notto take their lmes,nor deliuer them tothe 
King of Tarsata.He promifed,at his in tteaty,nor any, 
oncofthem fhould die, nor be deliuered to the King 
of 7 arnata,but that he would fhip them away to Maa- 
witha. The General gaue him thankes,taking Icane of 
thein,and came rowing along the fhore,by the kings 
towne,where he tooke in the Captain of the Fort,& 


brought him along with him aboard, wherehe both | 


{upped and lodged,and from him had the tructh , of 


all the fight,farre differing fromthat which the Hol- | 


lauders reported. The Generall told him his going to 
the Dutch Admitall was, principally to intreat him, 
to fhew mercy vnto the Portingales:which he promi- 
{ed to performe, The Captaine gauc him great thanks 
for the care he had of hem, faying,now all their hope 
refted ypon him:and vpon the fame, hee prefented 
the Generall with a {mall Ruby fetina ring , praying 


hirn to wearcit forhis fake:which the General would 


not take,faying,what he could doe for them, wasin 
Chriftian chanty , and not for reward. 
The to day,;inthemo cning our General] went a- 
board the Hollands Admirall, to fecif he could bring 
the King of Tarsataand thc King of Tydore,and the 
_ Hollanders to apeace. The Dutch admirall made an 
{wer, the King of Tarnsta would bee very hardly 
for his part would be willing thereunto:and if it plea= 
{ed the King of Tydare,to repaire aboard his fhip,hee 
fhoul dfafely come and go, to have conference with 
im, The Generallthovght,he could perfwadehimto 
ey | come

drawne toany peace with the King of Tydere, but he: 
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come aboord his owne fhippe, fo that he wouldleaue 
ewo duch Captaines afhore in pledge for him. But to 
come aboard his fhip, he was fure hewould not. So 
the Dutch Admiral fent two of his chiefe Marchants 
with the General,to beieftas pledges, if the King 
would comeaboard : whereupon our Generall went 
to theking of 7ydore,and told him what he had done 
in his behalfe,perfwading him to come aboard our 
fhippe, which he was loath to yeeld to. The General] 
feeing him feareful,cold him,there was no fuch caufe, 
for that he had broughttwo Dutch Captaines, to re- 
maineas pledges,and that he would Seawe his brother 
wih them. Then the King was willing , and caufed 
hisown boate to be fitted , & imbatked himfelfe,Ee- 

» ing ready to put off,came the Kings fifter,and his fon 
weeping_as if he had gone to death, detayned himig 
this manner halfe an houre. Inthe end he putoff, but 
when he was halfe way betweene the fhore and the 
fhip, he faw a Caracole rowing off from the Fort: 
which he ftood in feare of. and would proceed.no fut- 
ther,butrerutned backe,promifing the next daye to 

_ come aboard, if we would ride with our fhip nearer 

_histowne. _ He. 

_ Theit.day,in the morning we weighed, and an- 
chored againe before the Kings towne. he General 
with his pledges going a fhore , there was an alarum 
in the town, which was fodainly done:the caufe was, 
that a greatnumber of the Tarnataes had conforted 
to go robbe fome out-houfes inthe Kings towne, 
and finding nothing therein fet thema fire, The Fydoe 
vians gauea fodaineaflaulc ypon them, and had the 
.cutting off,ofa dozen of their heads; all thereft hard- 
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ly efcaped by running away. The heads they prefered 


to the King, out Generall ftanding by him, telling 


him the caufe. The King feemed to be offended 
with the Hollanders , which had promifed that no 
hoftilicy of watre, fhould bee offered in this time 
of parlye. The Hollands Captaines which were ia our 
Pinnaffe feeing the heads, were in no {mall feare of 
theit owne. A fter the rumor was appeafed, theKing 
imbarked himfelfe with our Generall, and the Cap- 
taincofthe Fort. The Dutch Marchants,and Captain 
Middleton rowed a hore for Pledges , but the King 
and our Generall came aboard our fhip , where the 
ftayed the comming of the Dutch Admurall: who 
comming aboard was brought downe to the King, 
in the Generals cabbin,and they faluted one the o- 


ther very friendly, After fome little paufe, the King © 


faid, whereas at your firft comming hither you fent 
me word, your comming Was notto harme meé, nor 
any of my fubie&s, but to expell the Portingalls your 
enimics out of the land, andmake the place open for 
trade for al nations,and therfore you defired I fhould 
not take with them: againft you: which I performed 
till fuch time I did fee my mortall enimy, theKing of 
Tarnats ioyne with you , fo that I was inforced to

arme my felfeagainitigm » whol knowdefirethne- ~~ 


thing fo mach as the oucrthrowe and fubuertion of 


my eftate, andtherefore you haue iuft caufe not to

Andnow fecing 
you hauetheypper hand of your enimies the Pertin- 
_ galles,it refteth in your power to difpofe of them as 
youlhall thinke good. Now you haueyour defire 
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pel the Portingals:which he thaked God,was now in i Fe 
his powet.And for peace , he faid it was the thing he is 
defited with al princes in thofe parts,& that he wold | ee

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des, they woid take part with neither, 8 he doubted 
not, he fhould haueas good as he brought. The Ad. 
mirall anfwered,he would do what he could,to make 
an agreement: which ifhe could not bring to paffe, 
he promifed the King(taking our Generall to witnes) 
thathe would takepart with neither of thé, Which - 
{peeches greatly contented the King, who excufing 
himfelfe ofnot being well, tooke leaue and went a 
fhore, After the King was gone, came the Capraine 
ofthe Fort,looking very heauilie,as he had iuft caufe: 
which the Dutch Admirall feeing, tooke him by the 
hand,bad him bee of good cheere,telling him that ie 
was the chance of war,and that the fury being nowe 
gone,he minded to deale friendly with him andall 
the Portingals: Willing himto repaire aboard,where 
hefhould be welcome, and fafely go and come, The 
Captain gaue him thanks, for his kindenes.So dinner _ 
being ready, & thopledges come from the fhore,they is 
dined all with our Genesall,s¢ departedeuery manto _ I 
his home. The12.day being funday;thePorténgal cap= 
tain with 6, of the principall ofthé, came aboard to 
dine with our score ataaet gs toge with the 
ie Bee 


éothe Dutch admiral, & be a meanes to haftca theie 
departure, which he did,and at his intreaty chey were 
Cent away in three Pinnaffes and a frigat,to Atanillia,, 
for which they gaue the Generall greatthankes. 
_ The r2.day,the Generall fent his Pinnafle toTar- 
ata, with prouifion of victuals to. our men which 
were there. & they returned thenext day, & brought 
our Generall worde of the death of his feruant John 
Abell,for whom he was.very fory. elias 
This 13.day our Generall and the Maifter wentto 


the King of Tarnata,to know whether hee would ler 


him leaue a fadtory in his Tid of Tarnata? He anfwe- 
red, he fhould, but willed him to returne the next day, 
for that he would call a counfell concerning the mat 
‘ter,and then would give them an anfwer. £16 thence: 
the Generall went aboard the Dutch Admurall, and 
_ there told him how theking of Tarzatahad promifed 
he fhould haue a fafory there:yet neuercheleffe,ifhe 
_ would buy fuch wares as we had left, and make pai- 
ment at Bawtam,he fhould hauethem. Who anfwe- 
red,he thought the King of Taraata would not forget 
himfelfe fo much, as to graunt vs a Fa@ory , confide- 


ring he had written to his excellency, and likewife . 


promifed him,that they would trade with no natioa 
be with them, And as touching our commodityes, 
he would not deale withall, for that they had two 
fhips which were fent,one to Bengalla, and the other 
to Cambaia,to buy fach comodities, which they dayly 
expeéted.Our Generall faid he had no reafo to croffe 
him, forleauing a fagtory there, for that Sit Francs 
Drake had trade in Tarnata, before the names of the 
Hallanders were knowncin thofe parts of the world. 
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So, forehat time they parted, either parttotake their 

_ beftaduantage for their aducntures. Ther4.day,the 
_ Generall went againe tothe King,to knowhis an{wer 

concerning his fatory.He found him aboard a Carri- 
cole & one of the Durch Caprainesin his company, 
The Generalltold him, his coming was accordin gto 
his appointment . The king made prefent an{wer;he 

_ could grat him no factory, for chat he had made pro- 
mife by writing,and word tothe Holland-rs, that no 
nation fhould haue trade with him or hispeople, bur 
onely they. The Generall demanded, why he had not 
told him fo, when he faued him from the Tydorians? 
and then he could haue told whatto haue done .He. 
faid,both he and his {ubie€ts were willing we fhould 
tarry there,But the Hollanders did till vige his pro. 
mife, Phe Generall {ceing he could notleaue a fado- 
_ty,defired him to fend fuch order to Tarnata,thathee

The at.day,at 4.0fthe Clockein thc morning we 
weighed,and about 10.a clocke, came to an anchor 
in Tarnata rodeinig.Fadomes, fayre by oncof the 
Dutch fhips,which two dayes before vs came from 
Tydore. this fhip was to take in her lading of Cloues 
here.This after noone,the General] fent his Pinaffe, 
toknowe, if the King had fent word to the Sabesdor 
to {ee the deliuery of fuch cloucs,as was there of ours, 
T he pinnafle brought word,M. Browne was very fick, 
and ail the company which wete with him. This after 
noone came aboard to our Generall, the Kings vncle 
ofTarnata called cichell Gegogoe.To this man our ge- 
netall cold, how vnkindly he had beene vfed by the 
King and the Hollanders , and howe the King would 
neither giue him leaue to buy cloues,whiles he tarti- 
ed here, nor permit him toleaue a factory there,con- 
trary tothe promifehe made him, when hee faued 
‘both him 8 the Hollands faGors, ft enimies hands: 
which good turne both the oneand the other haue 
ditite forgotten: likewife he faid he thought theking _ 
had beene as our Kings in Chriftiandome are, 
whicl neuer will promi(e any thing, but they wil per- 
formeit.Chichell Gegogoe hearing this,faid , he would. 
that night gototheKing, and then wonld tell him 
how much he did difhonour bimfelfe, to be fo oucr- 
ruled by the Hollanders,and therfore willed theGe= 
netall not co haue doubt of leauing a faftoryjand .

~ The28.day,the pinnaffe went to the towne,to fetch 
{ach cloues away as the Marchants fhould buye.The 
General! orhis brother, {til going or comming in her, 
atthis time it was Captain AZddletons chance to be in 
~ her,& as he andthe Marchants were bufie buying 8¢. 
weighing of cloues,in came a Tarnatan, 8c toldthem,

The ao. day,the Generall went to the towne with 
z20.atmed men,fome fhot,and fome pikes, and Ha!- 
berts : and at his coming,he fentword to the Dutch- 
houfesthey fhould reftore the cloues they had taken

away. T hey told out Generall,thar the party had bin 


intheit debt thefe two yeares,and they could not get 
him to any paiment,8¢ thatthe King had made pro- 


clamation, thatno man , that was indebted yatothe 


Hollanders ~hould fell him any cloues, yet neuerthe- 
leffe they would not be their owne iudges but would 
fland to the iudgement of the King , when he fhould 
come:& the cloues to remaine in the Sabendors hads, 
till the matter was tried.So the General was pacified, 
threatning to gine the baftinado to the fa@or which 
was the caufe-but after that time,he durft not paffe by 
out dores,T his breach betwixt vs and the Hollanders, 


caufed the king to make the more hafte , forthathee 


doubted we wold go by the eares with thé,&& hauing 
very few men in thetowne,he doubted the worft,for 
that the Holla nders, are not beloued of the countrye 
people: the caufe is, their manyfold diforders in 
their drunkennes,againft men,but principally againft 
thewomen, The firft of June, about 1. 0f the clock 
at night,camea Caracole ftd Tydore , rowing by our 
thip,calling tothe watch.

{pending fome little time in talking,he willed our Ge- 
gerallto meete him at the towne in the morning. The 
~ Generall gaue him 5. pceces of Ordinance at hus de- 
parture,which he tooke very k:ndely. They delighe 
much to heareordinance to go off at pleafure fothat 
they be noratthe coft.When it was day,the General 
went tothe cowne,& had not ftaied in his houfe halfe 
an houre,butthe king eame,& {pental the forenoone 
with him, The Generall was defirous to know of hin, 
whether he fhould leaue a fa@ory or no. He an{we- 
red he could nortell,forthat it was to be determined 
by a counfell: which he had not leafure to cal as yet, 
by reafon of much bufinefle. Hefaid,the Hollanders 
did threaten him to forfake his coiitry, 8 to eftablifh 
_a factory at Tydore, if he did let the Emglfbtarty in the 
country,and eftablifh a fatory. They faying we were 
theeues, & robbers: and fo if he did truft vs,he fhould 
finde vs: faying that Holland was abie to {ct out20. 
fhips, for Englands onc, and that the King of Holland 
was ftronger by fea,then all Chriftiandome befides: 
with many votrueths of their owne people & Coun- 
tries commendations, & the difparagement of our 
people and country,and ofal other Chriftian princes. 
Ifthis frothy nation may hauethe trade ofthe Indias 


- tothmfelues , whichis the thing they hope for,theic — 


pride & infolencie wilbe intolerable. The Generall 
anfweted, what Hollander fo cue hie were thathad 
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_ told his highneffe fo helied likea traytor: & {aid he 
would inftifie it to their faces : and for their coumry, 
ifthe Queenes maielty of Exgland had not pittied 
theirraine,in fending her forcesto withftand the Spar 
wiards their country had bin ouer-run,8 they marked 
_inthe faces for ttaizors and flaues many yeares ago, 
And therfore defived the King,to inquire of a Spanifh 
Renegade , which was in the towne, 8 he would cer- 
tifie him of the trueth. Then the Generall demanded, 
whether he fhould hauethefe Cloues which the File. 
wings had catried away by force, Hee anfwered, we 
Should haue fo many of thé as fhould paie the debt, & 
the Hollzaers fhould haue the ref}: which wasinthe

. fent our Generall word, that both heeand the Dutch 
admiral! fhould come faceto face , before hing & his 
coiifell,to heare what eicher could fay againft other, 
The Generall fent the king word,he had nothing to 
{ay againft the Dutch, valefle he withftood: his lea- 
uing of a faQtory there:which ifhe did, he defired his 
highnes,that they might meere face to face , before 
him,to heare what either could fay:the king {Et word, 
it fhould be fo, The Dutch admiral came to our gene 
rails chaber,to vifithim.Our General afked whether 
hecameto procure his banifhment? He an{wered,he 
was bound to do the beft he could for his aduéturers. 


. The Generall told him,the king was minded the nese 


day to know, why we fhold not haue a fa@ory in the 
country as wel asthey.He {aid he would chalengethe 
_Kings owne writing and promife.The 7. day the Ge- 
nerall waited,to be fentfor,tothe King:but feeing no 
body came,he fent to know the reafd.He fent word,

The 8.day,the King fent his fecretary,and one of 
the Dutch Marchants vato him, witha letter fealed 
with bard waxe,which feale had two letters, anH & 
aB. which ftood for Hasce Beerepet, with a Mar- 
chants marke betweence the letters, This letter they 
deliuered,and told him, it was the Kin gs letter tothe 
King of England. T he Generall would not beleeue,the 
King would fend fo greata Prince as the King of Eny- 


land,a letter with fo little ftate,anda Marchantsfeale _ 


vpon it. hey anfwered: and if he doubted thereof, 
they would caufe the King to come, and iuftifie ir, 
The General] {aid,he would not othezwife belecue it: 
So they leftthe letter and departed. Halfe an houre 


afrer,came the King,8¢ a greattrainetoourGenerals 


chamber,where faluting him kindely,they fat downe 
vpona trunck togither. Phe King faid,I fentyowalet- 
ter {ealedby my fecretary,which you haue receiued, 
making doubt,itis not fent by mee , to fo greata king, 
&. deliuered with fo little ftate, 8¢ fealed with a mar- 
chats feale. Now you heard me fay thusmuch,] hope 
you are fatiffied: the letter is fent by me,and none o- 
ther,therefore prepare your felfe to morrow to bee 
gone. Phe General neither would, nor durft deliver ic 
to the King of Exgland, willing him to take it azaine, 
He would not, but departed. mews 

The 9.Chishell Gegogoe the Kings vn cle,hearing how 
the Generall had bin vfed by the king 8 the Hollan- 
ders,came to vifit him athis chaber,where there paf- 
fed much taike betvveene thé concerning the forefaid

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gtace of the Generall)to theking of England, Chichell 
Gegogoe alluring the Generall, that if it lay in his pow- 
er,he wold procure of the king, that they might leaue

derous letter,inuented by the Hollanders: & {fo he de- 
patted, with promife to returne the next day. The
